All hope cut off for extra school money

this year for extra money for California s 
public schools. 


The measure and other proposals to 
increase funds to schools were waylaid by 
a general feeling among legislators that 
the problem of school financing should be 
put off until the 1972 session because of the 
state Supreme Court decision in August. 


The court held that California's system 
of financing schools was unconstitutional 
because it relied too heavily on local 
property taxes, thus unfairly penalizing 
children in poorer school districts. 


The last bill, killed Wednesday, would 
have provided an additional $300 million 
annually in state school aid beginning next 
July. 
The 
m e a s u r e 
w as 
taken 
u n der 
submission by the Assembly Ways and 
Means Com m ittee at the request of its 
author. Sen. Albert Rodda, D-Sacramento. 


According to his office, Rodda withdrew 
the bill because he feated the com m ittee 
would not approve it in the light of other 
legislative 
actions 
defeating 
school 
financing bills since the Supreme Court 
decision. 


The senator s bill would have increased 
state support from $279 to $350 a student 
annually 
and 
guaranteed 
cost-of-living

The proposed 216-site Flying Flags Camper Park in 
Buellton has presented a revised plan that has been found in 
substantial conformity to a project originally known as 
Andersen's Vaeationland. 
The County Planning Commission decided to approve the 
revised plan on the application of Flying Flags Recreation 
Co.. of Camarillo. 
But approval came only alter a long and tedious 
discussion concerning Pea Soup Andersen's complex in 
Buellton. Andersen s Vaeationland is a partnership of Pea 
Soup Andersen's, the commission was told. 
A violation of the county sign ordinance was laid at the 
door ot the project by the Planning Department zoning 
investigator's office, said Commissioner Richard Clare. He 
said the sign advertised "Flying FJags Camper Park Here 
Soon, 
and felt the planning commission shouldn't proceed 
with approval of the new plans until the violation was 
abated. 
Daryl A. Nielsen, of Solvang, said the sign would come 
down shortly. He said he was representing the park 
ownership as building contractor and consultant 
"It was a construction sign, not a sign meant to evade the 
ordinance.'' he declared 
The proposed camper park is on a 12-acre property on the 
east side of Buellton Parkway, just south of State Highway 
246. Those using the camper park would be within walking 
distance of Andersen's animal park and 
Andersen's 
restaurant, it was shown. 


Buellton Businessmen's Assn. asked the commission to 
rule in favor of the camper park plan 
The planning staff felt the revised plan, which shows no 
northern entrance or exit as formerly shown, 
was 
• acceptable 
The original plan showed four more sites, or 
a total of 216. 


But acreage of the property is being expanded to 12. It 
was explained a long narrow strip of county right-of-way is 
being granted to the developer with the provision he build 
sidewalk, curb and gutters along the entire stretch facing

Ranchers have no problem either Heavy equipment, the 
plowing and disking effectively keeps down the gopher 
population. Cattle ranchers are spared, too. according to La 
Salle. In his view, gophers seem to avoid fields where cattle 
tromp back and forth. 
In this case as in others, the home gardener is taking the 
brunt of the battle. His operation is so small that it doesn't 
pay or it isn't convenient to plow or disk The gardener can 
be found almost any day now frantically turning a water 
hose loose in the gopher runs, or digging in a futile effort to 
out-smart the gopher. All the while, the gopher is a few feet 
away, busily avoiding the shovel, the water or the poisoned 
grain. In some cases I think the gopher is probably sm art 
enough to wait until the poison on the grain has lost its 
wallop and then in the leisure that only a gopher can know 
savors each tasty kernel. 
For just a moment let's use the think tank procedure on 
the problem. The gopher has been around for a long time so 
don't think you can just outlast the little beasts. One 
encyclopedia says 25 million to 40 million years. That's the 
era of the saber toothed cats, as well as the gopher. 
Now we're getting someplace. The name gopher comes 
from the French word, gaufre, meaning honeycomb. 
Honeycombed is exactly the word for the runs that underlv 
the iris test garden. Something like an underground 
freeway and just as fast and just as frustrating to humans. 
One encyclopedia tells us the gopher hibernates during 
the winter, another tells us he doesn't. This is important to 
a seek and destroy mission because as any student of Gen. 
George Washington can tell you it’s a m aster stroke to 
catch your enemy sleeping. 
Most encyclopedias tell us there are only two main 
species of gophers in the United States, the Thomonys in 
the west and another tonguetwisting species in the east. 
The northeast portion of the country apparently has 
escaped the invasion, probably for reasons that are vitally 
germane to this thmktank process. 
One encyclopedia tells us the gopher is a gregarious 
animal — six to eight inches long, small eyes and ears, with 
a stubby body, no neck and a tale with little hair on it. 
Another book describes the gopher as a creature that is 
the opposite of sociable. The female gopher in this version 
kicks the hapless male out of the mating nest and from that 
point he becomes a wanderer in an endless series of runs — 
ceaselessly 
searching 
for iris 
rhizomes, 
or similar 
delicacies. 
In the opinion of most homeowners, the gopher is without 
redeeming social value despite scholarly statem ents that 
the little animal keeps the soil broken up

HOUSTON (UPI) —Muhammad 
All, who insists he d give up fighting 
“ if I knew how to make a living 
some other way,” followed up his 
easy victory over Buster Mathis 
today with the announcement that 
the next stop on his long road back to 
Joe Frazier will be in Switzerland. 
The date is Dec. 18 in Zurich, and 
the

of 
G erm any, 
a 
prom ising 
young 
heavyweight who figures to be just 
as much of an underdog against Ali 
as the hulking, out-of-shape Mathis. 


“ I plan to fight about five times a 
year until I get F razier,” said Ali 
after his four-knockdown, 12-round 
decision Wednesday night before a 
crowd of 21,000 in the Astrodome 
and closed circuit TV watchers at 
106 locations in the United States 
and 27 foreign countries. 


“ Then.” he added, “ 1 11 retire and 
work for my religion. 


The 256-pound Mathis, who got up 
off the canvas four times in the last 
two rounds in a stubborn effort to 
prove he's no “ pussycat, 
provided 
Ali with little more than a spirited 
workout. For 10 rounds. All stayed 
out of a r m ’s reach until Buster was 
falling-down weary, and then he 
chopped down the big man four 
times with the same head punches 
that didn t stop Frazier in their big 
title fight last March. 


However, Mathis, for one, cam e 
awav convinced that Ali is exactly 
what he keeps saying he is —better 
than champion Frazie»\ 


Big Buster, who was knocked out 
by Frazier in 11 rounds back in 1968, 
insisted, “ Ali is still a better fighter 
than Frazier. He s the best fighter I 
know.” 


At

B uster 
admitted that he went down in the 
last 
two 
rounds 
m ore 
from 
weariness than from Ali's punches. 


“ He wasn't punching that hard. 
Mathis said. “ I fell down from 
exhaustion more than anything

"Yes, I felt I had to go on, 
Mathis told newsmen. “ You guys 
—you guvs have been saying I was a 
yellow dog. that I had no heart, that 
I was a pussycat.' 
In victory. All was generous with 
his praise of Mathis, explaining. “ I 


didn't open up any sooner because I 
couldn't find an opening 
Buster 
Mathis is a lot better than you 
writers told me he as. 
And, as usual. Ali had sharp words 
for the man he always is really 
fighting, no m atter the name of the 
man in the other corner —Joe 
Frazier. 
“ Better Boxers 
“ Both Jim m y Ellis and Mathis 
were better boxers than Frazier, 
said Ali. “ You can print that Frazier 
is no boxer —he is just an animal.” 
The first 10 rounds of the fight 
were dull and repetitious. Ali. who d 
said he would fight “ in and out. 
fought strictly “out” —staying away 
from Mathis and spearing him With 
long lefts and snapping long rights. 
The first knockdown in the 11th 
round was surprising, because it 
cam e after punches that seemed no 
stronger than a hundred that Ali 
landed earlier. Mathis went down on 
his knees, but was up at six. Again 
he went down from a cuff near the 
right ear, and this time the bell 
sounded at four. 


His handlers got him out for the 
12th and All dropped him twice 
more, each time for a seven-count 
taken on one knee. At the end Mathis 
was on rubber legs, but he was 
standing when the gong sounded. 


Ali said 
referee Chris Jordan 
should have stopped the fight. 


“ He should have stopped it when 
he saw I could just play with him ,” 
said All. “ I toyed with him because 
he obviously was out and I didn’t 
want to kill him. 


All also didn’t gun for a kayo 
because he obviously knew he was 
safely ahead on the scorecards. On 
the “ 10 point m ust” system in Texas 
that gives a round winner 10 points, 
Ali won, 118-104, on the card of 
Judge Ernie Taylor, 118-105, from 
Jordan, and 119-108 from Judge Earl 
Keel.

Oasis 


I couldn t help but be somewhat 
amused the other morning as I was 
reading Jack Smith s column in the 
Los Angeles Times. He detailed for 
us his feelings and difficulties in 
trying to find his wife's birthplace 
over in the San Joaquin Valley. As it 
turned out he thought he had found 
the place, 
but since very little 
remained from earlier days, he 
couldn t be sure. 
Much 
the 
sam e 
thing happened in 
our f amily a year or 
so ago. My son and I 
w ere 
j o urneyi ng 
back to Utah, and 
ran into some car 
trouble 
down 
in 
F i l l m o r e . 
Now, 
F i l l m o r e 
is 
a 
sizeable 
town, 
as 
towns run in Utah 
It is the county seat and at one time 
was Utah's capital. It was also the 
birthplace of my father, although he 
didn't live there for long. Shortly 
after his birth, my grandparents 
moved to Oasis, about thirty miles 
away, and went into the m ercantile 
business. 


During my youth, we spent many 
days in and around Oasis, so I had a 
pretty 
good 
idea 
of 
what 
the 
community looked like. But my son 
had never had the opportunity to 
visit the place where his m aternal 
grandfather spent most of his youth. 


We 
really 
hadn't 
planned 
on 
swinging off the interstate highway 
to take the scenic tour through 
Millard County. Our plans were to 
get to Salt Lake as soon as possible 
by the most direct method. But, as I 
said, our car developed a little 
crippling 
malady, 
and 
it 
was 
necessary to call upon my parents 
for some assistance in completing 
our journey, since the car would be 
out of service for several days due 
to a difficulty in obtaining the 
necessary parts to get it repaired. 


So. Mom and Dad drove down to 
Fillm ore to pick up their stranded 
offspring. Dad was quite ill at the 
time, or at least had been, and he 
doubted that the opportunity would 
present 
itself 
for 
him 
to 
take 
another 
look 
at 
these 
familiar 
surroundings. 
Consequently, 
he 
wanted to take the short run over to 


Oasis and Deseret to visit my aunt 
and uncle. 
Now, unless you have ever driven 
from Holden to Oasis-Deseret-Delta 
and environs, you cannot imagine 
how desolate this particular section 
of Utah is. There is nothing but 
sagebrush and sand, with sand being 
the more prevalent. 


Occasionally, you might see a 
green patch where some farm er has 
toiled unceasingly to irrigate and 
raise crops, but for the most part for 
over twenty miles there is nothing, 
nothing and more nothing. 


All that is left in Oasis now are a 
couple of houses and about half 
dozen 
people. 
The 
m ercantile 
building in which G randdad's store 
and living quarters were located has

gone. 
Not 
even 
the 
foundation 
is 
left. 
Even 
the 
memories 
of 
grander days 
are 
fading rapidly as the oldtim ers who 
used to live there pass away. 
So,
